| year, but the reduction will probably 
be less than 10 percent. Wheat seed-

|of June, The abundant precipitation 
|early in the spring has saturated the

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Irrigation Project 
For Saskatchewan 


Cost of Proposed Scheme Will Be 
One Million Dollars 


Further evidence of how the prairie 
| farmer now regards irrigation in the 
‘west, and another instance of the 
| general demand for extended schemes 
comes from the southwestern corner 
of the province of Saskatchewan, 
where a petition has been prepared 
| for the launching of a new irrigation 
project under the provisions of the 
| newly passed irrigation act, The 
scheme is to cost approximately one 
{ million dollars, and will be easily the 
largest project of its kind attempted 
in Saskatchewan, embracing 125,004 
acres, Furthermore, it is stated that 
it will prove one of the cheapest Irri- 
gation schemes on the American con- 
tinent, the estimated cost being less 
than $9 per acre, whereas others have 
cost as high as $50 per acre, 

The schemes involves the diversion 
of the Battle and Boulanger Creeks 
\into Davis Lake, and the construction 
of a dam four miles west of the lake 
across the White Mud Valley in the 
vicinity of the Maple Creek trail 
-south into Montana. The natural to- 
pography and geographical features 
of the country make the project easy 
and economical from the engineering 
point of view.” The proposed dam 
across the valley will be approxim- 
ately 250 in height, built of concrete, 
and will cross the full width of the 
valley, 

Three channels are to be cut from 
the south side of the lake, forming 
main irrigation canals through the 
country down to the Lethbridge- 
Weyburn line of the C.P.R., and pro- 
viding for watering the ¢rops through 
the country north of Consul, Vidora, 
and Robsart. While this is the ex- 
tent of the scheme as at present out- 
lined, it is stated that it would be pos- 
sible to extend it farther to provide 
for irrigation of considerable tracts 
of country farther south, 


Enterprising Iceland 


Is Modern Land, But Has No Rail- 
ways or Street Cars. 


Mrs. Jonasson, of Reykjavik, Ice- 
land, has been shopping on a large 
scale in New York for her chain of 
four stor& in Hafnarfjord, Isafjord, 
and the Icelandic capital, and natural- 
ly enough, a reporter has been inter- 
viewing her. The Evening Post of 
New York prints the interview, and 
the reader gets an interesting picture 
of modern Iceland, where “there are 
no railways and no street cars, but 
there are lots of automobiles, and 
where they cannot go the people ride 
on horseback.” One expects strange- 
ness, and certainly a land without 
railways or street cars answers the 
expectation; but in other ways Ice- 
land appears rather surprisingly like 
other countries.

‘May be Found For 
Western Flax Straw 


In the bureau of standards 


Washington, there will soon begit a 
series of expcriments on flax straw 
from Western Canada which might be 
of inestimable importance in the fu- 


ture development of flax growing in 
the west. Chief among the objects 
held in view by the experimenters is 
that of demonstrating, if possible, the 
feasibility of making paper from this 
straw. Some kinds of paper have al- 
ready been made, but it is hoped that, 
on account of the dearness of news- 
print and the desirability of prevent- 
ing too great an inroad on the forest 
resources of Canada, some method 
may be found of using this product 
for the manufacture of a pulp from 
which newsprint can be made. 

A shipment of flax straw is now 
leaving the west for Washington. In 
the west nearly two million acres 
have been devoted to the growing of 
flax for secd, the climate being hither- 
to regarded as not exactly right for 
the flax fibre. Hundreds of thousands 
of tons—some say as much as two 
million tons of the straw fibre—have 
been burned every year, a loss which 
in places like Ireland sinful. 
Various suggestions have been made 
as to the use of this straw, one man 
demonstrating that a good cooking 
and heating gas can be obtained from 
it. Another that twine for use on the 
farms of Canada could be developed, 
and still another that it can be used 
in manufacture of crash toweling,

If 
this venture is a success, and small 
mills for making pulp of this straw 
come to be built in Western Canada 
as a result of the demonstrations, 
there is little doubt but that the flax- 
growing industry in the west would 
grow by leaps and bounds, 

In addition to amount received 
from the flax seed, the western 
grower would reap a return for the 
straw as well. 

Dr, A. B. MacCallum, of the re- 
search council, would express no 
opinion as to the prospects of suc- 
cess, saying that he wished to raise 
no hope which might be disappointed 
later.

Merchants Bank Reports 
A Good Year’s Growth 


Increase of Assets Was Nearly 31 
Million Dollars, While Deposits 
Increased $24,900,000 


The annual statement of the Mer- 
chants Bank of Canada, for the year 
ending April 30th, shows a remark- 
able increase both in the volume of 
business and in the strength and 
character of the assets, as well as in 
the profits derived by the sharehold- 
ers of the Bank. 

The total amount of assets is now 
in excess of 197 million dollars, being 
an increase of nearly 31 million dol- 
lars for the year. About $2,000,000 
of this increase is not accompanied 
by any increase of liabilities to the 
public, being due to the issue of $1,- 
400,000 of capital stock, now fully paid 
up, and to the increase of the Rest 
Fund by $700,000 of premium on the 
new stock, and $700,000 out of profits. 
The chief cause of the increase in the 
volume of business is the growth of 
deposits which are now over 163 mil- 
lion dollars, and have increased dur- 
ing the year almost $25,000,000, 

Against its total public liabilities of 
just under 180 million dollars, the 
Bank holds quick assets amounting 
to over seventy-two and a half mil- 
lion dollars, or a ratio of nearly 40.81 
percent, 

In spite of the strength of its liquid 
position, the Bank is doing an im- 
mense amount of work for the assist- 
ance of current business in Canada, 
as is shown in the current loans and 
discounts in the Dominion, which now 
total $113,198,913, 

Net profits for the year were the 
greatest in the history of the Bank, 
amounting to $1,686,156, an increase 
of $300,000 over the previous year. 
A bonus of 1 percent, was added to 
the regular 12 percent, dividend, so 
that the total distribution to the 
shareholders amounted to $1,060,286, 
while $700,000 was added to the Rest 
Fund, and $100,000 was written off 
Premises Account, the balance carried 
forward being $260,774. 

The average amount of stock rank- 
ing for dividend during the year was 
about $9,200,900, so that the average 
earnings were at the rate of about 
20.48 percent., but the capital employ- 
ed in producing these earnings was 
not only the paid-up stock, but also 
the corresponding amount of Rest 
Fund, which is sintilarly the property 
of the gharcholders, 

The entire statement reflects the 
highest credit upon the directors, 
headed by Sir H. Montagu Allan, and 
the General Manager, Mr, D, C. Mac-

Iron Deposits on an Island in the 
Hudson Bay. 

Claiming that they have located an 
island in Hudson Bay on which there 
is 400,000,000 tons of iron ore in sight, 
enough to supply Canada for a cen- 
tury, as one of the party boasted, two 
prospectors are leaving Toronto en 
route to the discovery point. 

With them on railway flat cars they 
are taking out flat-bottomed barges, 
a 45-foot towing power launch, speci- 
ally constructed to stand heavy seas, 
and two smaller launches. In addi- 
tion, they have a carload of provi- 
sions which represents two years’ 
supply. 

Samuel Sainsbury and E, E. Laduke 
are the two discoverers who are 
starting back in again with their 
ample grub stakes, furnished by Tor- 
onto men, They made the discovery 
in Belcher’s island, on the east coast 
of Hudson's Bay, and in Quebec, This 
island, they claim, is improperly 
shown on the maps. It is really much 
larger than shown, being 70 miles 
long, with a fresh water lake 30 
miles in length. The pair also claim 
that nearby islands have huge de- 
posits of iron ore. 

The party and equipment goes to 
Cochrane and will use the power 
launch to tow the barges down the 
Pagwatchewan river to Moose Fac- 
tory and from there to the treasure 
island, On the sides of the flat cars 
a sign reading “On to the Bay” has 
been placed to help boom the pro- 
posed extension of the T. & N, O. 
northward,
